hunch, of highly Tizard torch 


After many months of hesitation, 
Dr Barbara Tizard has now slipped 
quietly into the shoes of her late 
husband, Professor Jack Tizard, as 
director of the Thomas Coram 
Research Unit. 

It was Jack Tizard who, as a re- 


search professor at the , London 
Institute of Education, managed to 
raise funds to start die unit in 19/4. 
His inspired leadership for studies 
about both uorinal and handicapped 
children, liis optimistic belief that 
actio n research could lead to policy 
change, and his ceaseless fight f° 1 ' 
die financial backing to carry it all 
out on a sufficiently long term 
basis, all .made him a particularly 
hard act to follow for anyone, and 
it was understandable that Barbara 
Tizard should be doubly reluctant to 
do so after his death at the age of 
60 last year. However, advertise- 
ments for the post produced a 
disappointing field. Barbara Tizard, 
already on the Thomas' Corani staff 
with a Loudon Institute readership, 
and particularly distinguished for 
her work on early childhood, 
agreed this summer to carry bn. 

Although "she ! has now taken over 
the Job . . unofficially, no , formal 
announcement is expected until 
negotiations- on funding are coin- 
■ pleted -with' the Department of 
Health and Social Services — whose 
.original umbrella, contract with 
Jack Tizard provided die building 
and support staff upvto 1984 as well 
as direct funding of research pro- 
jects— and the Social Science Re- 
search Council. 

- The SSRC decided earlier this 
year that * the , Thomas . Corani 
Research Unit should be oiie'of its 
five - designated research centres In 
the future. (Funding also comes 
from charities and foundations', and 
London University ‘pilte in ' mbney 
with three tenured- posts, - Including 
the directorship.) 

Once formalities have been com- 
pleted, planning of research pro- 
jects over the next six years or so 
can go ahead, said Dr Tizaid’s' time 
for personal research will probably 
be limited, but the Thomas Corem 
unit as a whole is expected to con- 
tinue with its usual wide variety of 
' work in handicap, education and 
child care. 


Once source of research funding 
which seems to have completely 
dried up is the Department of 
Education and Science ; it is appar- 
ently difficult even to get any idea 
o/ what they might tvant in the 
future. In [act, the flow nf resour- 
ces has now gone into reverse: the 
DES has taken to ringing up and 
asking if Thomas Coram would 
kin dip send hack various things 
such as filing cabinets that were 
■bought with DES grant money on 
different ■ projects . 1

Officials of the Home Office said 
this > week that discussions were 
taking place with the Department 
of Education and Science and the 
Department of Health and Social 
Security about the police role in 
searching out truants— focusing on 
the powers the police have in acting 
alone without tne aid of education 
welfare officers.

Block grants may give 
more to over-thrifty

Many local education authorities are 
likely to find that they do better 
out of the block grant arrange- 
ments, when they are announced 
next month, than they did under 
the old rate support grant system 
of supporting local spending. 

The reason for the expected boost 
to education is that the method 
chosen for calculating the block 
grant bn an author] ty-byraufhorjty 
basis Is that. favoured by the Depart- 
ment of Education ; this' means that 
'it will be calculated on what they 
ought to be spending, rather than 
what .they are already spending in 
a given arefc. 

. According to the DBS's own sums, 
which' seem to have been largely 
accepted in negotiations with Mr 
Michael Heseitlne's Department of 
the Environment, a number of 
metropolitan districts have been 
markedly underspending on edu- 
cation, and will bo entitled to more 
grant. Prominent among these are 
'Lo.a.s. In the West Midlands, par- 
ticularly Dudley and Sandweli, 
•though Birmingham could come in- 
<to die same category Traffordand 
Tameslde in the Manchester area 
! are two -mote likely starters for ft 
financial bodst based on former low 
education spending. 

Marty of the counties have also 
beftn found to be marginally under-; 
'Spending ou education, and they will 
be entitled to a bit more grant. 


One reason for the underspend- 
ing lias been that government sup- 
port for inner cities hes directed 
money to non-education authorities 
like Greater Manchester and Mer- 
seyside. Now the balance may be 
redressed in favour of l.e.a.s. 

The DES set up a conun ittce early 
this year to prepare its arguments 
against other government depart- 
ments. Figures have been produced 
■to show what an l.e.p. ought to be 
spending, On primary education for 
example* they took' in tp account 
how. much was being spent, com-- 
pared It with the national average; 
and then fed in extra to allow for 
special factors such as immigration 
population and social disadvantage. 

Arriving at a figure for special 
factors. is admitted to be a fairly 
arbitrary process and some authori- 
ties are disputing ' the method. . 
Prominent among -these is ILEA; 
which by the DES reckoning. bft fl 
been overspending however- many 
special factors you go 6n feeding in.

Fewer than one third of the mem- 
bers of the newly-constituted 
Advisory Committee on the Supply 
and Education of Teacners 
(ACSET) will be serving teachers 
after the decision by the National 
Union of Teachers to boycott the 
committee. 

When it met for the first time 
on Monday representatives of all 
teacher associations numbered only 
eight out of the total of 30. The 
body, allowed to lapse two years 
ago by Mrs Shirley Williams, then 
Education Secretary, was formerly 
the Advisory Committee for the 
Supply and Training of Teachers. 

Local authority associations, with 
a total of nine seats, arc the biggest 
single grouping. Sdhool teacher 
associations, not counting the NUT, 
have four seats. The decision by 
the NUT to boycott the committee 
was taken because it feels that the 
two places allotted to it are insuf- 
ficient. It wants four. 

At Monday’s meeting Lady Young, 
junior education minister, hinted 
that further cuts in teacher training 
might be necessary. Echoing a letter 
from the DES to college principals 
in July this year, she warned that 
the likely demand for teachers 
would ba significantly lower than 
the 420,000 to 460,000 planned. 

Ou the curriculum Lady Young 
said the Government was coming to 
the end of consultations on its 
paper, Framework for the Cur- 
riculum. We envisage publishing 
a new document of guidance arouiid 
the turn of the year.” 

A paper on the future of the 
teacher training system is to be 
considered by sub-committees who 
will make detailed recommendations 
when ACSET meets next February.

The idea that teachers should be 
regularly retested for school worthi-

The plan was put forward by 
Professor John Honey, head of 
Leicester Polytechnic's school of 
education. 

Every five or ten years teachers - 
should undergo recertification, he 
suggested at a meeting of the 
National Council for Educational 
Standards. Teachers' salaries and 
promotion should depend on 
whether they had updated their 
qualifications, he argued. 

Mr Peter Kennedy, NUT Presi- 
dent, said batter teacncr training in 
tho first place, more in-service edu- 
cation nnd extra teachers to cover 
staff away on such courses wore the 
real needs. 

Local authorities wore already 
empowered to check on teaching 
standards in schools and an expen- 
sive organization- to "MoT" 
teachers was “ completely out of 
touch with reality ”. 

Earlier, tho NCE£ conference 
hoard from Dr Brian' T^j waites, 
principal of Westfield College, that 
HM Inspectorate had " incontestably 
documented" the fact that "the 
student of today — whether at school

Dramatic increases in the numbers 
of pupils who opt for French are 
claimed for a navel system of multi- 
ple, graded tests akin ta those used 
111 music, swimming and judo. The 
method is said to be so successful 
due it may cause severe overcrowd- 
ing in language departments. 


for French ui the fourth year. And 
that could strain language depart- 
ments already suffering from a 
chronic shortage of qualified lan- 
guage teachers. 


The experiment used graded tests 
on COO pupils In 20 York and Leeds 
schools, and compared them with a 
closely matched control group of 
600. 

Nearly two-thirds of those using 
the tests opted for French in the 
fourth year compared to the national 
average of one-third. In the control 


Tiie scheme was pioneered in 
irksliire. hut is now being used in 


in London und the regions over i 
next nine mouths. They aim 


improve the ■ knowledge, skills 
sensitivity nf teachers, pare 
clergy, youth, health and so 
workers. 


Yorkshire, hut is now being used in 
55 local authority areas. The five- 
year language course consists of 
small, carefully-defined units so 
tint pupils can be tested — and re- 
warded — at each step on the lan- 
guage ladder. 

Greater emphasis is put on speak- 
ing, listening and reading the lan- 
guage In the early stages. The re- 
sult, according to an experiment 


group 45 per cent continued their 
studies. 

Questionnaires distributed before 
and after the one-year experiment 
revealed that the attitudes of graded 
test pupils improved, as did those of 
their parents. In the control group, 
parents and pupils became less keen 
on French. 

This challenged the' assertion of 


some language teachers that paren- 
tal apathy or hostility to language 
learning is responsible for poor 
achievement the report said. 

At each level pupils are awarded 
a certificate which records exactly 
what they were required to do. 
Level 2, for instance, requires them 
to demonstrate practical proficiency 
at asking the way and following 
directions, shopping, simple conver- 
sations and reading short stories or 
letters.

Selling a school to the Church of 


England, a transaction approved by 
the Education Secretary last week, 
will add £ 1.78m to thu borough 
treasury of Ealing. 

This was the sum agreed by 
valuers representing the London 
Diocesan Board of Education on 
one side and the borough council 
on the other when they carst a pro- 
fessional eye over Twvford high 
school early last year. 

But tlie ratepayers of Ealing will 
not simply benefit by that amount, 
This is because the new church 
school will enjoy “ voluntary aided ” 
status which means that 85 per cent 
of the capital co<5t is provided by 
the Department of Education, leav- 
ing the diocese to find the remain- 
ing 15 per cent, £267,000. 

It is only this amount which .be- 
comes "spending money" for the 
boroiiah finance committee. The 


The £250,000 plus wli-iali the dio- 
cesan board lias to find is not likely 
to create problems at its offices in 
Southwark. Under the 1944 Act 
diocesan education committees are 
allowed to sell redundant school 
buildings and since the last War 
tiiis has enabled tiie London diocese 
to build up quite a kitty. 

When Twyford opens after next 
year’s summer holidays as a voluit- 
tary aided school, Ealing education 
committee will still be paying 
teachers’ salaries and meeting tlie 
general costs of running the school. 
But the cost of any improvements 
or alterations must be met by the 
governors.

Industry project has an uphill task 


The main report of ilie School 
Council’s industry project, begun 
three years ago, js being prepared. 
It will show that obtaining effective 
teaching about industry — or any 
other subject— spread across tha 
whole curriculum Is n greet deal 
more difficult than many people 
thought. . . , 

The industry project is the first 
major study in the council's new 
style of research, which relics prim- 
arily oil action research and de- 
velopment of techniques and 
materials by classroom teachers 
rather than by a centra] team of 
experts. The main work has been 
done in 25 schools spread across 
five, education authorities, and Mr 
Martin Light foot, the project's 
director, says that significant 
change has occurred iu between a . 
half end two thirds of the schools. 
In each of the five uroas the pro- 

J en was run by a coordinator paid 
oinily by the council and by the 
authority. The schools, says Mr 
Liglufoot, rejected what seemed 
Iho easier options— either setting 
up on industry subject exam or 
leaching the subject as part of a 
generalized course in social educa- 
tion— and took on the task of 
getting industry awareness into the 
curriculum generally. It was the 
responsibility of the deputy head in 
tome of the schools, and in others 


arranged by committees of depart- 
mental heads. 

The apparently small scale of the 
project and its slowness in pro- 
ducing readily visible results 
aroused unease among some mem- 
bers of the Schools Council and 
more open criticism from out- 
siders. Mr Lighefooc says: 

“ It was a question of expecta- 
tions: people were used to 

riie idea that the main purpose 
of a schools council project was to 
produce a lot of materials. We 
ihought it was more important to 
identify hoto real change can be 
initiated, and it is a lot more diffi- 
cult than many people think. One 
important result is that we have 
been able to get other people such 
as trade unionists and employers 
into the schools to share in the 
teaching 

The projects findings will suggest 
ilint'some of the activities which 
have been set up in the first flush 
of enthusiasm for improved liaison 
with industry can be counter pro- 
ductive. 

Mr Lightfoot's term as director 
finishes at the end of the year, 
and he is handing over to Sue 
Holmes, e member of hia team. A

1982. The council, which has spent 
£300,000 so far, Is putting up

They are 
to be published by Pitman's.

I personally do 
not distinguish between an unlaw- 
ful act on the field of sport or in a 
public thoroughfare. The football 
authorities acknowledge the logic of 
that situation when they authorize 
private prosecutions for assault on 
officials and players. • ; 

• At the grounds ebe first priority 
must be to gq "all seatet,** and to 
provide the comforts which go with 
such an approach — refreshment, 
family lounges, decent toilet accom- 
modation. Apart from encouraging 
the return of family support, all- 
seated stadia will make the identi- 
fication of offenders easier for the 
police and club stewards. Not! ring 
Is easier For offenders than to lose 
themselves in the mass of the ter-

Community sport and recreation 
is the responsibility of government 
both central and local. They are all 
aware of the troubles, and must 
accept their responsibilities.

Sir, When the idea nf r compelling 
schools to publish their- public ex- 
amination results was announced, 1 
must admit 1 was broadly in favour. 
However, at h recent staff meeting 
at our stmtil independent school, I 
became aware of certain undesirable 
consequences which scorn only too 
likely tu follow, particularly, but not 
exclusively, in the private soctor. 
Unfortunately, it will nnt be enough 
n Ito satisfied that your results are 
good ; they must also seem to be 
good to the less-informed potential 
parent. There arc at ieasr three ways 
in which this could be dime, at our 
school, which may not be in the 
interests of the pupils. 

(!) Wc hove a policy of onterlag. 
boys early for 0 level iu some sub- 
jects if they have a reasonable 
chance of pussing. Better. grades and 
percentage trasses might be obtain- 
able if tlic policy was abandoned. 

(2> We try to accede to parents* 
wishes (sometimes against our bet- 
tor judgment), if ritey wish tbeir 
sons to be entered for 0 level. I 
would accept that tlifs is the right 
policy if they have 8 probable 
chaocc of gcuing a D 'or E, and 
, some chance of a Grade C. Cosmetic- 
i'i ally, however, the new policy might 
i : well be only to enter, those who have 
£ ,an odds-on chance of gaining at 
least a. Grade C. 

(3) There oro some pupils in our 
school (particularly boarders) who 
are given u place because of some . 
•special need. Some of them ore aca-

Benefits of 
pre-Alevel 

Sjr,— Your leader of September 12 — 
" Look back in candour raises, 

but does not answer, a question 
which cries out For attention iu any 
discussion of the need for reform in 
A level studies. Why do not those 
involved in this research look more 
closely at the situation which 
obtained in I lie days of the old 
Higher School Certificate? In those 
days Sixth Form subjects could be 
offered at Main or Subsidiary level, 
the latter after one year or two at 
the discretion of rhe candidate. It 
is significant that it is only since 
the abolition of this system thut the 
cry ‘of " over-spec uilizutUm " has 
been heard. 

In titc same way, those who seek 
a solution to rite problem of a 
common examination at 16 plus 
would do well lo look again at the 
situation before 1951. A candidate 
could then' achieve either Matricula- 
tion or School Certificate from the 
same examination by attaining, if 
my memory serves me well, 46 per 
cent or 33 per cent of the marks 
offered. There is no fundamental 
practical reason why a subject can- 
not be examined «t two levels. 
Return to such a situurion would 
remove some at least of the un- 
desirable results of the segregation 
of secondary school pupils at fourth 
and fifth year level. At the same 
time it would give prospective 
employers a clear indication of the 
relative value of the certificates 
presented. At the moment many em- 
ployers— and not a few teachers— 
are bewildered bv the " compara- 
bility" of Km CSE and. GCE 
certificates.

It 
is in a working class, multiracial, multi- 
nationality neighbourhood ■ where few 
parents would qualify for a day nursery 
place, and there, is no other, nursery 
education. Out of 80 f ull-time-equiValent 1 
. places) only five are. reserved, for 
“priority “ families. The restgefin first

is a two-year waiting list: parents put 
children’s names down at birth.). . 

Woodlands Park is generously staffed, 
with a head, two deputies (one education, 
one social services)' five other teachers 
and 15 nursery nurses. It is lavish provi- 
. {ion, and Haringey is a bit cagey about 
- costi, But the local politicians ana educa- 
tion, officers think the provision Is justi- 
fied. They believe that families get a good

Also, the teacher tends to demonstrate 
one step at a time, but not the whole 
process. The activity becomes a series of 
Individual tasks, separated for the chil- 
dren by queuing up to find out whnt to 
do next. But if the teachers worked with 
small groups of children they could show 
the group the finished product, and then 
show them how to do it, very much us 
they do in Playschool on the television. 
Provided the children had' tho basic 
skills to start with— e g, the ability to cut 
Sellatape, use scissors, tbis method would 
enable caildren to produce work of a 
much higher standard. But nursery tea- 
chers don't seem to like working in that 
way. So it's not very easy for the children 
to get a sense of using a series of 
different skills to achieve an end they 
have clearly in mind. 

Bruner-: This down-playing of skills has 
to do with the idea that play should 
come spontaneously from the inside. But 
if that is your implicit doctrine, the idea 
of mastering skill is very difficult -to 
encompass. Because one of the things 
about skill is that it represents a half- 
way house between your Intentions and 
.the nature of the -materials On which 
youjre working. The materials themselves 
make demands that have to be met by 
acquiring a skill. Tho other thing about 
the notion of spontaneity is that every- 
thing has to ^et done now. On the assump- 
tion that if it isn’t done now— the child 
somehow isn’t going to be able to get 
back to it. Not sol Learning happens 
over timri. 

Petrie : And it would be naive to think 
that the "free play.” nursery environ- 
ment doesn't place enormous constraints 
on the children as well — the .constraints 
imposed by. the other children and their 
activities and by the amount and type 
of equipment set out.

Around £50m 
worth of textbooks are purchased 
for France’s schoolchildren which, 
with library books, would more 
than double the British average. 
This level of spending is sustained 
for the larger student population 
where per capita expenditure In

Belgium and Luxembourg

million mark, and Luxembourg, 
with a school population of 50,000, 
is closely linked to Belgium for 
administrative purposes. Sales of 
books per student appear to be the 
highest in Europe at £20.50. Books 
are free throughout the primary 
sector, but there is no subsidy for 
the secondary sector where books 
have to be bought. 

Denmark

reached £13.69 in 1979. The school 
population is around 800,000, and 
a new sohool law called for larger 
expenditure after 1976.

Mr Horner’s books are equally 
common dabie. They derive from 
ills two volumes of Ordinary 
National 1 Certificate Mathematics , 
and these wore generally accepted 
as among the pacemakers of ONC 
texts; being mathematically sound, 
of good .academic standard and full 
of quality teaching technique. The 
seme judgment applies to “ new ” 
books. ' Indeed it must do, for 
although . Mr Horner says in a 
preface to the first volume that the 
” text lias beep organized and 
Indexed so that lecturers and stu- 
dents Should find this book and its 
companion . . . completely adequate 


to deal with the mathematics within 
TEC Levels 2 and 3", it must be 
remarked that uhere are few signi- 
ficant differences between the ONC 
text and the new setting. Feet have 
given way to metres and pounds 
force to newtons, in a change to SI, 
but generally page for page, line 
for line, the books are recognizably 
the same. 

Sections on statistics, probability 
laws, distributions and centroids 
have, however, been added. Inci- 
dentally the -same three new chap- 
ters dealing with thc9e themes 
occupy the last pages in cadi of the 
two volumes .uuder review, but 
their contents are represented in 
the index of the second volume 
only. The other index ia a repro-

Let it be suFficehtly stressed that 
Mr Horner’s O.N.C. books ranked 
among the best, and if, as it Is 
hoped, T.E.C. achievement matches 
that of the national certificate 
range, his books should continue to 
be popular. 

The next title, for electrical 
technicians, carries on a course 
which is already finding favour.

It’s scarcely a fresh insight to 
obsorve that children arc often quite 
keen to talk about " the news " and 
many teachers already hold weekly 
“ current affairs’’ sessions with 
quite young pupils. If breakfast 
television achieves the informal and 
lucid style it’s looking for, young 
people may find it particularly 
attractive and quite a lot of educa- 
tive mileage could be got out of it. 
But Bren’t they entitled to a daily 
slot of their own as well? Properly 
timed, it needn’t give substance to 
that wearisome complaint that 
they’ll be late for school. It could 
even pursuade some of them to get 
up on timel 

Breakfast television is n new 
concept and it heeds thinking 
through carefully. At Croydon 
there was only one contribution from 
a youngster.

While it is clear tlmt active help 
for primary teachers is a first 
priority, it on net be assumed that 
the only problem is to help them 
to use the ideas and materials ■ l.«*. 
exist. These materials themselves 
raise Severn I problems. 

One such problem concerns .the 
view that science is organized 
comiiionscnse, arriving at its theo- 
ries by intelligent indue lion. The 
practitioner works within and 
through a complex framework of 
concepts and it took the genius of 
Galileo and Nowton, in defiance of 
the coinmonsense of generations, 
to establish suck concepts for 
mechanics. 

It is, of course, true that these 
abstract concepts are beyond the 
powers of young children and that 
to channel work towards them 
risks loss of enthusiasm and mean- 
ingless roie learning. But the prob- 
lems illustrated by the mechanics 
example will mot go away: research 
with children is now establishing in 
this area, us in marry others, that 
they construct their own conceptual 
schemes to cope with the problems 
of understanding nature, and that 
these, like those of every scientist 
up to the sixteenth century, alre a 
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real barrier to the scientific under-

This offered a scheme 
which, alfhough based on child rail's 
activities, wanted these planned to 
serve , four broad themes— Energy, 
Structure, Chance and Life.

Inappropriate for Mr Keen. INSET 
more appropriate for each is 
needed. 

The position of the head teacher 
with regard to curriculum planning 
is vital. Since heads are just as 
likely to be deterred by science 
courses as teachers, it is probably 
better not to run courses for heads 
on the place of science in the 
curriculum but instead to ensure 
that the example of science is 
studied in general management 
courses' which attract all heads. 
There Is a goad case for producing 
some sample study units and case 
studies for use on such courses, and 
perhaps later by heads with their 
own staffs. 

We‘ have an inadequate supply 
like Mr Keen and are 
get enough from Initial 
training over the next few years, 
so INSET must fill the gap. A sub- 
stantial course seems essential, 
mixing work in the teacher’s own 




A course of 80 to 100 hours spread 
over two or three terms would lie 
about right. At the end of it the 
teacher should be able to introduce 
young children to scientific, know- 
ledge and skills Including problem 
solving and invention. 

He must have sufficient know- 
ledge of science, and particularly 
physical science, to enable him to 
act as consultant to other staff. At 
the same time he must not simply bo 
a crusader for science. His course 
should prepare him to appreciate 
the head’s overall curriculum plan- 
ning problems so that he can make 
constructive suggestions from the 
same viewpoint. 

What of Mrs Doubtful ? I have 
argued for a plan subscribed to by 
all the staff in the school. Its deve- 
lopment Is the classic case for 
8cnool-based INSET for the whole 
staff and probnbly the only way of 
getting Mrs Doubtful involved. A 
start has to be made on a small 
scale, developing just a few topics, 
spread across the years, planned 
perhaps to ensure that children do

Most primary teachers ri g noted 
for their eagerness to attend courses 
>-and ihe-primary survey's criticism 
of science in tiicir schools has 
initiated the mounting of numerous 
primary science courses. 

What sort of courses will those 
teachers be attending, and will they 
be worthwhile ? 

I ant fearful tlmt many teachers’ 
willingness to attend courses and 
implement the recommendations of 
die primary survey can sometimes 
be exploited. 

An example seems to bo 
"science”. As wc ail know this sub- 
ject was severely criticized lu the 
survey— and ic is good to see so 
puny teachers seeking to improve 
their teaching in the area. From my 
observations, however, there seems 
u be one major flaw concerning 
iMte of the courses they attend . . 
md It has to do with the uniqueness 
of our primary schools. 

lu spue of the fact that the ideate 
of Plowdou were rarely fully put 
lata action, and in spite of the cur- 
rent concern with a core curriculum, 
sad a return to formal methods, the 
primary classroom is an cstaMish- 
nteot with a spirit and approach to 
leiralag unseen elsewhere. It is 
rtrorltf where the child’s needs are 
central, and subject divisions] slav- 
ish (insensitive) obedience to bells, 
ud over-riding obedience to sylla- 
bus and examination requirements 
ira almost unknown. 

- It ii in the primary schools that 
w find children learning because 
they want to, rnther than because 
tow have to. It i< in the primary 
schools diut children realize that 
education Is concerned with a great 
.deal .more them assimilating know- 
wwe, and that people learn best 


when they nre actively engaged in 
pursuing something of personal in- 
terest. It is also in the primary 
schools, with their completely flex- 
ible days, thul opportunities arise to 
Relate science (or other subjects) to 
interest and individual stages of 
development. 

The flaw referred to earlier is 
Concerned with thu fact thnt pri- 
mary school touchers tend to under- 
estimate their own vital contribu- 
tion to education, and succumb to 
the views of a subject specialist 
who often has little or no under- 
standing of -the primary school. In 
some instances such specialists 
might know whut Imp pons in pri- 
mary schools — but It is very un- 
likely rhat they will enjoy any real 
“feel" for it. 

In numerous instances, therefore, 
we find courses for primary tea- 
chers being led. by subject 
specialists, who speak in watered 
down ' secondary school terms . . . 
and at the present time it is par- 
ticularly evident in the science area. 
Admittedly there were faults 
in the approach to science in pri- 
mary schools, and it needs to be a 
great deal more than nature walks 
and haphazard encounters with 
passing interests, but the answer is 
not to- start teaching science in 
selected periods of time according 
to a syllabus! ns to do this is to 
begin destroying the total spirit of 
the primary school. 

-At the primary conference (Not- 
tingham university, April, 1979), 
John Tomlinson, HMI, spoke of liis 
coucern regarding die interpreta- 
tion accorded t,o the need to 
develop butter science in the earlier 
years of education. He put his 
point succinctly:' "Thu (new) 
teaching of science must not be 

E redatory upon the Primary 
plrit . . 

The shame is, however, dint 
science does seem to be becontiug 


a predator, for already we are 
seeing instances where primary 
teachers are encouraged in “do 
experiments ", list aims, methods, 
apparatus and eventually to write 
it up in the true spirit of the 
secondary science lesson. Already 
X ant seeing primary teachers 
struggling in die corners of over- 
crowded classrooms to ape die sort 
of experiments being done in 
secondary schools. 

At a fairly recent course 
(attended by about 100 teachers 
after school) the suggestion was 
put forward that "science” really 
ought to be timetabled as a special 
period of study . . , well, it depends 
what we want from our children 
in the eurly years. If we want a 
course of study designed to fit them 
easily into the secondary syllabus, 
then let us do just that. By the 
same token we will also have to 
introduce a programme of work in 
other aspects of the primary day 
similarly geared to the secondary 
school’s approach to education . . . 
and as soon as wc do that we turn 
education back to pre-Hadow days. 

My plea to primary teachers 
attending sciericc courses this term 
is “Be brave I" 

Do not sit and absorb advice 
from a speaker whose expertise is 
soience " rather than primary edu- 
cation, for they can’t be divorced. 
You belong to a world where the 
child and bis needs are central. 
Yours is a world where science must 
fit the ohild and not vice versa I 

1 hope you will question the edu- 
cational validity of 10-year-olds 
slogging through work cards which 
arc alien to tiicir interests and con- 
cerns. I hope you will pnint out 
the foolishness of trying to Intro- 
ducc imitative secondary science 
.courses and syllabus’s into the pro- 
gressive atmosphere of most prim- 
ary classes. I hope you will have 
the courage to point out rhut there' 
is an energy for learning, an en- 
thusiasm for *' lessons ” In the ear- 
lier years which largely evaporates 
In the secondary years. 

Of course, bliis change will be 
associated with adolescence— diid 
tho need to “ get down to real 
things” — bur any primary teacher 
worth his or her suit should lie able 
to counter such suggestions , by lu-
